Mr Alfred N. Mitchell, civil engineer 
of London, deseri bed asa gentleman who 
had filled various responsible positions in 
Canada, California and Mexico, pleaded 
infiuenza, plus poverty. as an excuse to 
the charge of swindling preferred against 
him at the Bath assizes.

An Inventor Loses His Hand buat Find« 


Quta New Explosive. 


Hudson Maxim, of New York, an in- 
ventor, and chief engineer of the Maxim 
Torpedo and Constructing Com pany and 
a brother of Hiram Maxim, the inventor 
of the Maxim rapid-fire gun and an air 
ship, lost his left hand lately by an acci- 
dent unique in the history of explosives.

Maxim's left hand was blown into frag- 
ments. Small pieces of the bones on his 
hand were imbedded in his face and cut 
thromgh hisclothing. Theshattered limb 
was bandaged and Mr. Maxim was taken 
ity as secon as possible, where he is 
receiving special treatment. The only fault 
those who are taking care of Mr. Maxim 
find with him is his abundance of energy. 
His wound does not bother him half as 
much as his inability to get out and go 
on with his experiments in explosives. He 
said that he believed that the fulminate 
was the most powerful mixture of the kind 
known. He came to this conclasion just 
after the shock of the explosion in his left 
hand. He did not know that his hand 
was gone until he looked at it. He never 
had thought that so slight an enclosing 
of a piece of fulminate as his loosely shut 
hand made would cause it to go off in the 
way itdid. Hesaid the compound was 
usensate to shock, and that was the rea- 
¢. he was sure a spark had done the mis- 
chief. He will resume his work when he

TERRIBLE SCENES. 


THE CITY OF MEXICO VISITED 5Y AN | 


EARTHQUAKE. 


Drivers Desert the 
Their Cabs to Pray—The Most Noted 
Criminals are Heard Crving for Mercy 
—Theatres a Scene of Confusion. 


The earthquake which vi 
City rm cently Was the most severe which 
as heen felt since IS58. Reports of 
damage to ite and property are slow in 
sedi collected, but it is knowu that 
thirtee n people were killed in that city, 
and at least ye at outside points.

The 
earthquake was preceeded by a rumbting

This was followed in a few seconds by 
another undulating and stronger vibra- 
tion from west to east, which in turn was 

gucceeded by a shock from north-east to 
south east the three shocks coming as 
they did from dierent quarters badly | 
cracked the strongest buildings. Tail 
chimneys fell and walls standing north 
and south sutfered great damage. From 
telegraph advices from Central and 
Southern Mexico the disturbance is 
shown to have covered the state and 
federal districts of Mexico, and Jasted 
from one to four minutes. Seven dis- 
tinct shocks were felt at Jojutla, in the 
state of Hidalgo. at QCjuseo, an Indian 
and his wife were crushed to death 
under the roof of their house. Being a 
holiday and one of the chief festival days 
of the year, the theatres weve thronged 
and panics ensued, Several people were 
hurt in the rush of exit, and many wo- 
men went into kysteric The songs on 
the stage were succeeded by impassioned 
prayers for furgivenness and confession 
of error. The plavs were generally aban- 
doned and the audience remained in the 
seats kneeling in prayer. Traffic was 
completely abandoned at the first pre- 
monition. Drivers deserted the treet 
cars, and coachmen their hacks to knee! 
in praver along with the throngs,sending 
up their supplications, In palace and 
humble homes nothing but prayer was 
to be heard. The destruction was made 
more solemn by the ringing of bells in 
the swaying church towers. Not a 


church was injured by the twisting. The | 


entire police force of the city was kept 
busy during the night attending to ae 
casualties occasioned by falling walls and 
caving roofs. ‘he police stations were 
crowded with people brought in for tem- 
porary treatment before being removed 
to the hospitals. In Belem and oth: 
prisons where many desperate ctiianada 
are confined the scenes witnessed were 
curious as the walls swayed and the 
earth cracked, threatening to entomb 
the imprisoned inmates. The convicts 
almost without exception, fell upon their 
knees or grovelled on the fioor of the 
cells and with load voices crying out 
prayers and supplications. Many, 
posing their end had come, shouted out 
confessions of past crimes. This is one 
of the most dramatic passages in the pas- 
sing of the event and may be of use to 
the officers of the law in unraveling 4 
number of mysterious crimes in Mexico. 
fhe supply of water pipes leading from 
Chapultepee to the city were broken and 
the yreater part of the city is in danger 
of a water famine unless the conne&tion 
is soon restored. The electric lights 
were extinguished, the dvnamo axle in 
the plant leaping from the bed. Great 
cracks in the earth appear in 
parts of the city, especially in the north- 
ern sections.

A RIVER ON FIRE. 
Vessels Kun « Gauntlet of Flame in a 
Filthy River. 
| Vessels navigating the south fork of 
the odoriferous Chicago river recently, 
sailed through geysers of tlame and nar- 
rowly escaped destruction by fire. The 
flames rolled up four or five feet high in 
the wake of each craft, which had stirred 
up the accumulated filth in the south 
fork. It was supposed that the tire was 
originally started by the Tug James Hay, 
which was towing a scow up to the stock 
vards. LThetug A Masher was towing 
the schooner Ford river out of the South 
Fork, when both boats were surrounded 
by the fire, which was consuming the 
gases arising to the surface in hnge bub- 
bles. Captain McGinn, of the Masher, 
said that both boats were in great danger 
of being set on fire, but as the flames 
were ail around him, there was nothing 
to do but keep moving and he succeeded 
in getting ont of the Fork without mis- 
hap. The combined smoke from the fire 
and the stench from the Fork nearly 
overcame the crew. The tag William 
Dickinson was at one time wholly sur- 
rounded by tlames, which were darting 
upas the bubbles came to the surface 
and exploded, the burning vas hiving 
the appeaeance of miniature spouts of 
tire. After burning an hour or more, the 
fire seemed to die out. The captain of 
the Ford River says he could see no oil 
whatever on thesurface of the water, and 
jhe thought the flames were fed wholly 


frou the gases that came to the surface. | 


These gases were venerated in immense 
volumes from the refuse matter emptied 
into the river by the rendering and fer- 
tilizing works along the South Fork 
banks. In summertime, when a_ vessel 
ploughs through lhe waters, that water 
Is about the consistency of mucilage, and 
the odors stirred up are so sickening that 
the hardiest sailors can scarcely endure 
them.

THE CZAR IS DEAD. 


ALEXANDER Ili HAS PASSED AWAY. 
FROM THIS WORLD OF TOIL. 


His Last Moments Were Spent Almost Ex- 
clasively With His Fami!ly—He Spoke 
Individual!vy With Them—The Village 
Surrounding the Palace. 


The Czar is dead. 

The Czar’s last hours were attended by 
great suffering. Tue heart action became 
markedly less, and it was with great dif- 
ficulty that respiration was continued. 
He was seized with hemmorace shortly 
before death which hastened the end. 
At midnight the doctors gave up all 
hope, and at half-past one the Raler of 
Russia was gathered to his forefathers. 

The Czarina, though mentally exhaust- 
ed, remained in attendance upen the 
Czar until the last. 

The Czar was toid a day or two before 
his death that he could live only a few 
days more. He listened composediy. 
Daring the rest of the day he passed 
most of his time in disposing of his per- 
sonai and family atfairs. Tien he calm- 
lv awaited the end with Lis conscious 
ness broken oveasionally bv short periods 
of coma, The time came when he looked 
for the last time from the window of the 
palace. He was long silent; then he said 
it was pleasant to feel that he could pass 
his last hours on Russian soil. The last 
night he had no sleep. He was racked 
constantly by violent coughingand hem- 
orrhage. His heart yrew so weak that 
it often seemed to have stopped beating. 
These distressing symptoms became more 
accentnated as death drew near.

If these demands are not complied with 
within the specified time, reprisals upon 
the part of the British fleet are threaten- 
ed. The Chung King atfair is one of the 
remarkable incidents of the war between 
China and Japan and may have serious 
results. On August 4a Tien Tsin dis- 
patch announced that thirteen Japanese 
soldiers had been forcibly removed by 
the Chinese from the British steamship 
Chung King and returned immediately 
upon the viceroy, Li Hung Chang, being 
notified. It is added that the Consul on 
August 7, however, ina dispatch from 
Shanghai announced the arrival there of 
the Chung King when the Captain of 
that vessel gave his version of the affair, 
which gave it a more serious aspect. The 
Captain said that while his ship was at 
Long Ku onthe Gulf of Pechili, some 
Chinese soldiers went on board for the 
purpose of seizing some Japanese passen- 
gers, mostly women and children, and at 
once began to hunt them down. The 
Chinese pursued the Japanese all over 
the vessel bound them hand and foot, 
and flung them over onthe wharf. Li 
Hung Chang eventually, upon the pro- 
testof the British Consul, commanded 
that the Japanese should be returned on 
board the Chung King and ordered that 
the Chinese soldiers who made the raid 
should be severely punished.

HE ASCENDS THE ANCESTRAL 
THRONE OF THE RUSSIAN EMPIRE. 


The Folicy of Russia Will be Unchanged 
—Russian Exiles are Jubitiaut Over the 
Death of Alexander IiI—The Present 
Czar Will be More Generous. 


The Official Messenger of St. Peters- 
burg, publishes the first proclamation of 
Emperor Nicholas IL. of Russia,in which, 
after formally communicating to the na- 
tion the news of the death of his father, 
Alexander III, he says: 

“May the knowledge console us that 
our grief is the grief of the entire beloved 
nation, and may the nation not forget 
that the strength and firmness of Holv 
Russia lies in its unity and unbounded

throne of the Russian empire and czar- 
dom of Poland and the grand duchy of 
Finland indissolubly linked with it.

The Development of Book-Makling. 


The word book in Anglo Saxon was 
hoc, which meant, literally, a beach tree 
In olden times the bark and even sia!< 
of the beech were used for writing ma- 
terials, hence the application of the word 
The Latins’ word for book was liber and 
was derived from the name of the coat 
or rind of the papyrus, which was used 
by the ancients as paper. A collection 
of books was called libraria; so, with a 
few changes, we have the word library. 

The papyrus rinds were prepared in 
long strips; after being written upon, 
one end was fastened to a roller or hol- 
low eylinder having knobs at the ends, 
rolled up and stored away in a round 

| box, which was generally of cedar—the 
aromatic odor of which was a preven 
tive of insects. 

After the supply of papyrus was ent 
off, the Romans used parchment. Paper 
and printing were unknown, the writing 
being done by slaves whose sole oecupa- 
tion was to copy manuscripts. Often 
tifty copies were made at one time, one 
seribe dictating while the rest wrote. Al- 
most all the books copied were Bebles 
| but others were from Virgil, Horace, 
Homer, Cicero, ete.

ADVANTAGES OF PUBLICITY. 
Give the Reporter a Chance and Further 
the Ends of Justice. 


It has long been a bone of contention 
between the authorities and the press as 
to what publicity should be given crime 
—the formeradvocating secrecy, carrying 
their ideas at times to absurd lengths; 
the press adhering to the principle of the 
more publicity the better. That the 
prees was right was demonstrated in this 
case. Had there been no newspapers 
and had the authorities proceeded as 
they began, Almeda Chattelle might to- 
day be enjoying freedom—if his guilty 
conscience would permit it. When news 
of the murder was first brought to Lis- 
towel on that eventful Friday, instead of 
arousing the town and putting the popu- 
lace on the lookout for suspects, the con- 
stable warned his informant to say noth- 
ing and then went to the scene of the 
crime.
